FEARFUL VISITATION. 



Terrible Floods by Wbicb Louisiana, 
Florida aud Other Southern States 
Were A filleted. 



A Mournful Tale of Destruction aud 
Death-The Worst Not 
Known. 



Nkw Orleans, La., Oct. 4,— Mr. Mat- 
thow Nchurb, of Gouldaboro. juat oppoaito 
tho ci y, was ono of tno aurvivora at Clie- 
niere, uud arrived this morning on the 
steamer Good Mother. Ho brought with 
im'a hurrowing story of his experiencea 
and of tho losa of life ut Cheniere. Mr. 
Sehurb wont to tho island about four weeks 
o to construct a sohoolhouae. Ho en- 
gaged board in a houso in which there wild 
a lurgo fumily, not leaa than twenty-five in 
The houso was a rude establish- 
ment of bDiudB, hut it stood many galea, 
and the occupants felt reasonably aafo from 
tho storm. It turned out to be tho tomb of 
probably a scoro of poraonB. Mr. Sehurb, 
on Sunday night, had an experience Bevere 
nough to turn a man's huir grey, and when 
he reached tho city this morning lie showed 
tho I results of the perila he had gone 
through. Ho was ulmoat nuked, what 
clothing ho had wiib torn into ahreds; his 
facolwaa bruised, and ho had not yet re- 
ovtared from tho excitement ho hud under- 
gone, and tlio frightful Bcenoa of death he 
bad [witnessed. Mr. Sehurb estimates that 
the losa of lifo on (I rand Island and Chen- 
iere Caminada, and in the .Grand Lake, 
Adams, Cook, Chulona and Triater I5.iyoua 
sett amenta will roach .'100. When he left 
Che liere lalund coaat yeatorduy, ho counted 
but ive houses standing out of a total of 
about 300, while .the land wua covered with 
corpaca. Mr. Sehurb told tho atory of the 
atorm and his own experiencea to a re- 
porter thin ufternoon. 

" The wind begun to blow hard on Sun- 
day evening, and at soveu o'clock it hud 
reached tho proportions of a hnrricane. 
From that time on, it continued to iucrcaae 
in velocity and, ueit heightened, tho waters 
of tho gulf begun to aweep over tlio head of 
tho iBlunda in huge wuvea, covering the 
laud and getting into the houaca of hundreds 
of the rcaidenta of tho islands. By nine 
o'clock, there was an avcrugo depth of five 
feet of wator, and at midnight a depth of 
aix feet, whilo tho current wua aa awift as 
the Misaissippi river when that mighty tor- 
rent ia bank full. No person could stand 
up against it. As the wind increased in 
severity,the Iioubo began to go to piecea. The 
wind picked tho roof of tho house aa though 
it ha,d been a ahaving from the raftetB. The 
houses then began to rock violently, and 
ono by one they were torn to piecea, crash- 
ing down upon and killing thoir occupanta, 
then rapidly drifting away with tho power- 
ful current that wua sweeping irreaietibly 
across tho land. Mr. Sehurb und two com- 
panions were in a houBo in whtoh there were 
twenty-five people. All were huddled to- 
gether und terror atricken. Suddenly there 
waa a fcurful creaking of tlietimbera and the 
roof crashed in, burying everyone but Mr. 
Sehurb and a negro bricklayer. Mr. Sehurb 
clung to Bomo floating timbers until ho saw 
a light twinkling in a houao. Ho broke 
away from tho timbers and swain to the 
houao and was admitted. There wcro 8ev- 
oral peoplo inside. Mr. Sehurb hud hardly 
entered, however, when the atructuro went 
to piecea, and out of tho ten who wero in it 
only Mr. Sehurb, a lady and u child got out 
Mr. Sehurb succeeded in getting tho lady 
and baby to a tree and there tho party 
stayed until 4 o'clock iu the morning, when 
tho wind begun to abate. Tho negro mr.n- 
aged to reach tho pole, to which (iahing 
amocksure uaually tied and clung to it dur- 
ing tho w hole night finally b'jing aaved. 
Mr. Sehurb eatimutea thut there wero twenty 
persona killed in the house from which ho 
first escaped. It waa tho residence of Mrs. 
Duerose, Mr. Sehurb uaya his night'a ex- 
perience waa horrible. Tho wind howled, 
the cubinB crashed and tho shrieks uud 
groana of tho wounded und dying made hie 
blood almost curdlo while he remained in the 
tree washed over mountains high, but the 
ludy and her baby clung tenaciously to the 
limba for support, and aaved themselves 
from being wuahed away into the awful, 
howling gulf around them. The wiud hub 
highest about midnight, und continued for a 
couple of hours. The wind began to abate 
in aeverity until 4 o'clock, when it wua 
blowing with only moderate velocity, finally 
dying out to a light breeze. When daylight 
broke, the picture of desolation wua awful 
to behold. 

Only hero and there stood u house, every- 
where there wero only brick foundations to 
mark where homes stood. Thoy luy proa- 
trate upon the ground. Timbers wero 
lodged in piles in indiscriminate confusion. 
Ruined chimneys suggested atories of 
stricken hearths ; furniture, bedding, 
clothes, atovea, kitchen utensils and other 
household goods wero scattered in prbmiscu 
oua confusion wherever tho vision was able 
to reach, and here, there undcvcrywhero wero 
the ghastly fucea of corpses turned upward 
to the pitiful ekies, now bright and beauti- 
ful with tho mild autumn and bearing no 
traco of tho fury of night. Upon many of 
them wero still evidences of the terrible 
agony that they hud suffered before death 
cumo to relieve them of their troubles. 
Many men, women und children had lived 
through the night, but wero mortally 
wounded, and with nothing to quench their 
thirst and no inediciil assistance ut hand, 
hud given up tho struggle. There wero 
broken arms and broken legB, bruised and 
battered bodies, and fucea slushed out of all 
hum an resemblance. Many a pile of debris was 
the temporary grave of u fumily. Cheniere 
lies ucross from Grand Isle, und ia separated 
from tho Iulund by Cheniere Boy, Ita bead 
is stuck out in the gulf, and when tho storm 
cumo up the mighty wuvea of tho ocean 
washed over the face of tho stricken iund 
und swept everything beforo them. Cheni- 
ere wua even moro thickly settled than 
Qrand Isle, It was tho home of fishermen 
und storekeepers, and comprised a colony of 
1,400 souls, with ohurohee and schools and 
evidences of modern civilization. Nearly 
all tho residents wero whito people, tho 
Spanish predominating. 

Scores of bodies have already began to 
ahow Bigns of decomposing. Under tho oir- 
oumstunces, for tho Bufety of the rest of tho 
colony, it becamo necessary to tuko prompt 
stepa to bury thoao who had loat thoir 
Uvea. There wero still muny peoplo who 
woro ulivo und able-bodied, and they wero 
immediately organized for a work of duty 



and charity. There was no time to build 
coffins. If there had been, there wpre no 
tools with which to construct them, nor 
boards that could bo nailed together as 
receptucles for tho bodies. Tho living 
thereforo merely hunted up spades und 
commenced tho tusk of digging ditches in 
which to deposit tho remains. Up to 12 
o'clock, Mr. Sehurb ussiatcd in tho grue- 
some taak, and during that time hud par- 
ticipated in tho interment of not less thun 
fifty porsons, men, women and children, 
aomo of them having not u mark upon thoir 
persona to show what had caused death. 
Othera were badly lacerated. Into 
ono grave Mr. Sehurb assisted in 
placing no leas than aix bodies. 
Thoro was little timo for tho ceremonies 
usual upon the burial of a human beit g. 
Bebo Rundo proved himself a hero. He wua 
the hea l of a family that, besides himself, 
consisted of his wife und two children. 
Their house hud been torn to piecea 5y the 
hurricane and they wero in imminent peril 
of losing their lives. Just about thia timo 
the stoumor Weber hud parted from her 
moorings and waa sweeping down past the 
Cheniere with the tide. Many plunks hud 
been blown from her and wero drifting 
aahoro. Rundo Bwam about in the water 
uutil ho had gathered sufficient to make un 
improvised rufr, und with thia raft he buc- 
ceeded in saving himself and family from a 
watery grave, or worso death. Mr. Sehurb 
aaya a gentleman from New York is among 
the loat. He hud gone to Choniere for hia 
health and occupied a houae near that in 
which Mr. Schui b had stopped. 

)uring the height of tho atorm, Mr. 
Sehurb heard him crying piteoualy for help, 
but no help was near. He perished, Tom 
Vullunce ia a well-known citizen of Cheniere. 
He hud a wifo und six children, and Mr. 
Sehurb believes that every one of them ure 
gone. Tiny Vullunce, hia brother, Buffered 
the sume fate, and so did hia wife. 
John Vallance, still another momher 
of the same family, waa among tho 
saved, but his wifo aud children were 
among the miasing, when Mr. Sehurb loft 
Cheniere. It will never be known juat how 
many were loat during the storm. The 
mighty wavca swept in such force over tho 
land uud at such a depth that it is possible 
that many bodios, and perhaps muny who 
wero still living, wcro carried into tho 
murahes. Unless steps ure taken immediately 
to orgunizo relief purties, it ia not unlikely 
that many will perish from starvation and 
thirst. The waves destroyed all tho pro- 
visions on Cheniere Island. The reault ia 
that fresh water is so scarce that it ia not 
sufficient to reliovo the thirst of hundreds 
now without uny food and scarcely ony- 
thing to wear.

Tuberculosis Stamped Out at tho Ex- 
perimental Farm— The Manitoba 
School Case.

Ottawa, Oct. 4. —Prof. Suundors de- 
clares that tuberculosis has been entiroly 
stamped out of the Central experimental 
farm. Twenty-ono animals wcro destroyed 
and thirty-five ure declared to be perfectly 
healthy. Tho Profe8aor aaya Koch's lymph 
proved an entiro succeaa in determining the 
presence of tho diseuae, und will be a great 
help in tho future. 

The Supreme court, thia morning, ap- 
pointed Christopher Robinson, Q. C, to 
urguo tho Manitoba school case on behalf of 
the - attorney-general of Manitoba. The 
caao was placed at the heud of tho Ontario 
list, and will bo reached in about two 
weokB.

Sir Churlea Tupper, the Dominion high 
commissioner, leuvee here for Cumberland 
county to morrow.

TORONTO, Oot. 4. — (Special)— The Globo'8 
Toronto correspondent sayB that a move- 
ment has been atorted by the frienda of 
Lieut. -Governor Royal of tho Northwest, to 
liuvo him appointed to tho Senate aa a re- 
presentative of the French apeaking popula- 
tion of the Territoriea. It ia contended 
that tho Government haa power to incrouae 
the Northwest repreaontalion in tho Senate 
without new legislation. 

Tho touring Ministerial purty addressed 
tho Perth electors ut Mitchell yeatcrduy. 
Sir John Thompson in hia speech referred 
to tho Manitoba school question, uud auid 
the Government would deal promptly with 
it when tho timo came, udding that he 
doubted not thut tho present cloud would 
puaa away from tho political horizon aa 
other and darker clouds hud pusBed away in 
thia country. 

A union prohibition convention, repre- 
senting tho various ternperunco organiza- 
tions of the proviuce, und culled to deter- 
mine on a plan of action, in view of tho 
plebiscite on prohibition to bo taken at tho 
municipal alectionB in Ontario in January 
next, assembled in tho city yesterday, with 
nearly 900 delegates in attendance.

ANARCHIST PALLAS. 

He Has Not Yet Met His Doom, But Declares 
He Is Not Afraid of It. 

Barcelona, Oct. 4. — PallaB, the anarchist 
and would-be aasaBain of General Martinezde 
Campoawho.contrary to expectation, haa not 
yot been executed, will ho shot to-morrow 
or Friday. Tho condemned man continues 
to maintain his perfectly composed bearing, 
which haa shown no change since his arreat, 
save when he bade a luat farewell to his 
littlo children. Then ho broke down and 
cried bitterly aa ho kiased and fondled 
them. Ho declares that he has no fear of 
death, and his manner and conversation 
show that he ia telling tho truth. He Buid 
that he would prefer to face tho demon de- 
tailed to kill him, but if this ia not to be, ho 
ia content to atund with his buck to tho fir- 
ing party, us the courtmurtiul ordered. At 
uny rate, ho aaya, his death will be more 
honorable than that of murdcrer8, who 
luko lifo through passion or luat of gain. 
Such are guroited in Spain, but he will bo 
shot. Fivo anarchists were taken into cus- 
tody yeaterduy, und other arrests are im- 
pending. One of the men arrested boldly 
and energetically declared hia devotion to 
unarchiam, and says he regreta hia arrest, 
not becuuso it deprives him of his liberty ao 
much as it prohibits him from carrying out 
hia intention to destroy with dynamite the 
mansion of tho Marquis do Comillts. Gen. 
do Cumpoa continues to ahow improvement 
in hia condition. Hia complete recovery 
from tho eU'ects of tho injuries inflicted up- 
on him by tho explosion of the two bombs 
thrown by Pallaa ia believed to bo 
a question of only a short time, 

SPAIN AND THEllOUBS. 

Tho Government of Spain Determined to Have 
tho Most Ample Reilresa. 

MADRID, Oct. 4. — Tho council of minis- 
ters huvo decided unanimously that tho 
Moors muBt be severely chastised for the 
attack on tho Spanish troops. The gunbout 
Cuervo haa already been dispatched to 
Melillu, and the ehip Lclaspi hua also sailed 
with full troopa to reiuforco the garrison. 
Tho latest reports received of the battle 
auy 100 Spaniards, or about one-third the 
forco engaged, are hors do combat. A 
mounted messenger sent to tho coast 
brought news of tho battle, and lurgo rein- 
forcements of troopa were ordered to leave 
Malaga and Seville for tho front. The 
cabinet decided to dispatch a diplomatic 
note to the Sultan of Morocco, whoso 
authority, however, is merely uominul 
over tho desperate tribes of Arabs 
and Moorish horsemen, to pioteat 
ngainst tho action of the Moora and 
inaist upon redress. In addition, Spanish 
warships will bo immediately sent to Tan- 
gier to support the diplomatic note referred 
to, Not within recent yearn haa public 
sentiment been ao thoroughly roused us it 
hua been by tho attack of tho Moora upon 
the garrison at Molilla. Tho Government 
has pleased tho nation by taking prompt 
and energetic action to punish tho Riff 
tribes and bombard their strongholds. Thia 
energetic action haa surprised many of the 
European nutions.

Ovor 300 invitations have been issued, and 
a number of Westminster people will be 
present. 

NANA1HO. 

Nanaimo, Oct. -1. — J. P. Geddes, privato 
secretary to General Superintendent Abbott, 
of the C P. R., and Hillier and McAulay, 
two C. P- R- clerks, arrived in town late 
Monday night from Gabriola Island, having 
narrowly escaped drowning. They had 
sailed over from Vancouver on Sunday 
moruiug, and in the evening, on their return 
trip, their sloop ran into a floating log, 
which stove in u plank on tho port side. To 
save the boat from sinking, they ran her 
ashore, but missed tho point they steered 
for, and ran her on tho rocks. All Sunday 
eight they stayed by the sloop, and the next 
day till evening they were kept on th 
Island by the heavy winds. Late in the 
evening they borrowed a row boat and 
rowed across the harbor to town.

Return of the '-Annie C Moore"— 
Where is (he Steam Schooner 
" Worlock ? " 



Possible Opposition for the " City of 
Kingston "-The "City of 
rueula." 



The Beating schooner Annie C. Moore, 
Capt. Daley, arrived homo yesterday morn- 
ing from tho Copper Ialand coast, where alio 
had brought her season's catch up to 1,155 
skins. Cupt. Daley says his cruiao was un- 
ovontful, and consequently tho principal 
news he brings is that from tho remaining 
Bealers of the Victoria Qeot now at sea. Tho 
Wulter L. Rich was spoken by the Moore's 
hunters on tho last week in August and re- 
ported having secured 100 odd skins on tho 
Russian coast ; on September 2 tho W. P. 
Hall was mot, but her catch not ascertained. 
No word, however, was brought by tho 
Moore of the steam schooner 
Worlock, which has not been reported sinco 
Bhe left Sitka, Alaska, for the Russian 
coast three or four montlii ago. Whore the 
vessel iB seems a mystery to sealing mon, 
who think it rather strange that bo much of 
the Russian coast should havo boen covered 
by the many sealers of tho fleet and thoy 
not oven hear of her. 

A STKAMIIOAT RUMOR. 

A special from Port Townsond to tho 
Seattle Post-Intelligencer says : It is 
rumored hero in railroad circles that an 
effort is being made to recovor tho steamer 
North Paoifio from her charter, at present 
in force, through which bIio is ruu in con- 
nection with the Canadian Pacific, meeting 
it at Whatcom and carrying passengers and 
freight to tho Sound. In the event of secur- 
ing the steamor'B relcaso from tho Canadian 
Pacific, it is said the North Pacific will bo 
placed on Iho Victoria-Seattle route, to bo 
run in opposition to the steamer City of 
Kingston, leaving Victoria at an early hour 
in tho morning and carrying passengers and 
freight at reduced rates.

pay to Bailors for overtime.

BIMETALLIC CONVENTION. 

Proceedings of Yesterday at St, Louis— All 
Talk. 

St. Louis, Oct. 4. — It was late this morn- 
ing before tho delegates to the Pan-Ameri- 
can bimetallic convention began to assemble 
at Armory hall. It was nearly 10 o'clock 
before there were enough of tho delegates 
on hand to warrant Gov. Llewellyn in re- 
suming business. The programmo for the 
day's sitting was announced as "Discus- 
sion, " and almost all tho bimetallists can-.o 
prepared to make a speech. Indeed, to 
discuss tho great problems which the 
league desires to clear up is tho principal 
work of the convention. The adoption of 
resolutions as a result of thia oratory will bo 
tho crowning work of the body. The com- 
mittee on resolutions was uppointed. Gov. 
Llewellyn, upon calling tho delegates to 
order, read a large number of letters from 
prominent bimetallists who were unablo to 
attend. 



MURDERED BY ESKIMOS. 

The Manager of the Government Indian 
.School at Capo Prince of Wales 
Killed. 

San Francisco, Oct. 4. — Tho .United 
States ship Rangor, which arrived Sunday 
from Uualaska, brought news that Harrison 
R. Thornton, in charge of the Government 
Indian school at Cape Prince of Wales, had 
been murdered by Eskimos. A letter writ- 
ten by tho murdered man's wife Btates that 
sho only saved her life by seeking 
tho protection of friendly Indiana, 
Mr. Thornton was a nephew of ex-Supremo 
court Judge Thornton, of this city, 
and was a graduate of tho University of 
Vircinia, of which his brother, William II. 
Thornton, is president. Mr. Thornton re- 
cently accused Capt. Healy, commander of 
tho rovenuo cutter Boar, of conniving at the 
liquor traffic, and had complained to tho 
authorities at Washington -City. Thornton 
was killed by three young Indiana who had 
been expelled from tho missionary school 
for misbehaviour. Thoy called him out of 
his house at midnight and shot him. The 
murderers fled, but were pursued by friend- 
ly Indiana who killed two, the third ono 
escaping. Mrs. Thornton, who is from 
Auburn, Mo., is on tho way home on tho 
rovenuo cutter Corwin.

THE FARTHES C NORTH. 

A Question of Which Expedition Went Near- 
est the Fole. 

San FRANCISCO, Oct. 4.— The steamer 
Jennie, the tender of tho Arctic whaling 
fleet, which arrived from Herschel island 
yesterday, brings news that Capt. Potter, 
of tho Bteam whaler Newport, reached S4 
degrees north latitude. The Newport win 
tered at Herschel island, and this summer 
the Newport, aided by an open sea particu- 
larly free from ice, worked her way north 
while in pursuit of whales to latitude 84, 
within Bix degrees of tho north pole. There 
the ship was stopped by ico, but it is the 
opinion that, had the Newport boen sup- 
plied with dogs and sledges, tho north polo 
could easily havo been reached by traveling 
over the ico. Tho Newport left 
San Francisco in the spring of J 892, 
and wintered at Herschel island, 
which is 09 deg. SO min. north, and on 
July 11, 1893, started northward after 
whalea. Sho proceeded to Cape HathurBt 
and cruised along tho edge of tho ice past 
Prince Patrick Island and then north. The 
Newport was formerly a coasting steamer, 
and registers only 218 tons. As a reward 
for her captain's daring in going so far 
north sho took twenty-live whales. Tho 
Greely expedition in 1882 reached Ki deg. 
20 min., which has up to this year held tho 
record for penetrating nearest to tho north 
polo. Tho Newport will spend this winter 
at Herschel Island with the rest of the 
whaling fleet. 

Later— Capt. Porter, of the steam whaler 
Newport, now says that ho is convinced 
that ho did not reach as far north as 84 deg , 
and that the Greely expedition still holds 
the record. He says he made a mistako in 
his calculation at first, but is satisfied he 
went further north than any whaler has 
been. 

IN THE ARGENTINE. 

The Government Gaining Ground— Unsuccess- 
ful Revolt of Torpedo Boats Which 
Were Forced to .Surrender. 

Buenos Avres, Oct. 1. — Tho crews of 
the torpedo boats Maraduro and No. 7 re- 
volted near Rosario to-day, thinking they 
would be followed by tho entire squadron. 
The armed cruiser Nuevc de Julio opened 
flro on tho Maraduro with her six-inch guns, 
slightly damaging tho boat and wounding 
aeveral of the crew. Tho torpedo boat then 
surrendered. No. 7 headed under full steam 
for Colonia, where tho crow abandoned her. 
Gonnral Espina and twenty members of the 
Radical party were on board tho Maraduro 
when she was captured, and they wero held 
aa prisoners aboard the cruiser. 

The loaders of tho revolution in Tucuman 
have been thrown into prison, and their 
soldiers are also in jail. The gunboat, Maipu 
haa arrived here with the chief revellers 
against the Junta in Santa Fe. Tho gun- 
boat Andes, at Barco Chica, joined the 
revolutionists and started for Rosario. Tho 
torpedo boat Espera-Indopendencia was sent 
up the river with orders to take or sink tho 
Maipu, but when tho Andes arrived near 
Roaario she was attacked by tho Espera- 
Indcpendencia, and in the fight many of tho 
crow of the gunboat wero killed, while tho 
vpbscI was severely damaged by tho rapid 
firo of tho Espera-Indepcndencia's guns. 
The captain and crow of the Andes fled to 
tho shore, abandooing their craft.

The total is 715, and they aro officially 
divided into 500 State and privato banks, 
and 155 National banks. When banks 
were breaking down at this rate it is no 
wonder that business waa paralyzed, and 
that ni'iney could not ho obtained for th 
ii"ceasary purposes ot business, except, at 
ruinons rates. It is indeed surprising that 
while the stringency was pluyiug such 
havoc with the banking institutions of the 
United States, only ono weak bank went 
down in Canada. 



LABOR IN AUSTRALIA. 

The cause of labor has made greater ad 
vancea in Australia than it has in any other 
country. Not only do the working men in 
tiie Australian colonies eierciao great Bocial 
and economic influence, but they havo 
gaiu; d a greater share of political power 
there th-in they have anywhere else. In 
New South Wales they elected a large num- 
ber of men to represent their views and to 
advance their interest in Parliament. But 
tho result has not satisfied tho advocates of 
tho cause of labor, and it has not evidently 
b en particularly pleasant to tho leading 
men of tho other classes. 

' Tho workingmenare dissatisfio'lvith what 
they have achieved. " They, " ono of their 
representatives in the Trades and Labor 
Council of Sydney said, "were themselves to 
blame for the harah conditions under which 
they labor. It was only by obtaining con 
trol of tho machinery of tho State — and 
thoy would yet havo it— that they would 
necure their rights." Tho Sydney Morning 
Herald, commenting upon tho above declar 
ation, said that there eould be no valid oh 

lection to the direct representation of labor 
by honorable and competent men. " Labor 
roprosentatives," it says, "if provided by 
tho working classes out of their own ranks 
aro entitled to a welcome; because tin 
Assembly should be truly representative of 
the country as a whole." But it doeB object 
to ono class endeavoring to get control of tho 
machinery of the State, so that thoy might 
bo in a position to regulate it to servo th 
ends of that class without duly considering 
the interests of the rest of tho community. 
It goes on to say : 

But it is not well that there should he 
class representation in the sense of member- 
ship, for the purpoBO of seeing everything 
through the medium of class interests, and 
of directly or indirectly promoting thoso in- 
terests without due regard to the other 
classos. Representation of that Bort is in 
conflict with the principles of sound 
Parliamuntary Government. Every mem- 
ber of the House should consider 
himself tho guardian and tho advoeato 
of tho intorestB of tho wholo community. 
.... Tho government of tho people, for 
the peoplo and by the people would not ho 
attained by placing oven tho moat numerous 
section of tho peoplo in chargo of all tho 

reat The workers havo a right to 

mako terms with other peoplo, to enter into 
lawful agreements with them, to fulfil those 
agreements and to havo them fulfilled by 
others, but they havo no right to control 
other people in the conduct of their own af- 
fairs. 

This is all so plain and reasonable that it 
might bo considered unnecessary to remind 
tho public that no ono class has tho right to 
lord it over other classes, but it unfortun- 
ately happens that peoplo who aro eagerly 
intent upon advancing their own interests 
aro vory apt to forgot what is duo to others, 



A statement mado by Mr. Parnell in 1885 
is peculiarly intereating at tho present mo- 
ment. At that Limo Mr. Gladstone wub 
about to appeal to tho peoplo. Ho, in a 
speech which he mado iu Edinburgh, asked 
the electors to give him a majority so largo 
as would make him wholly independent of 
tho representatives from Ireland. If they 
did not do this, thoso representatives would 
bo in a position to any : " Unless you do 
this, and unlesa you do that, wo will turn 
you out to morrow." 

Mr. Parnell did not want to seo Gladstono 
placed in this independent position, and in 
an address to hia aupportera iu Liverpool, 
told them that if tlu-y blindly voted and gave 
Mr. Gladatono tho majority he coveted with- 
out knowing what ho intended to do lor 
Ireland, tho Lords might aay, when tho 
Homo Rule bill was sent up to thorn, "Yuu 
never presented tho principles or tho details 
of the bill to I ho oleoturs at the general elec- 
tion, and wo consider it right * * * that 
tho electors of England and Scotland 
should havo an opportunity of paasing judg- 
ment upon it, and we will compel you to 
dissolve Parliament." Tho Irish leader 
added that "under the circumatancea it ap- 
peared to him that tho House of Lords 
would only be carrying out their constitu- 
tional right by rejecting the bill, tho detuila 
of which had not been before 
tho country at tho general election." 

It will bo seeu from thia that Mr. Parnell 
eight years ago foresaw tho present situa- 
tion. A Homo Rule bill, about which tho 
poople at tho election knew nothing, haa 
been passed by a small majority in the 
Houso of Commons, and when it was sub- 
mitted to tho Lorda they pursued tho course 
which that intelligent uud experienced poli- 
tician declared they had a constitutional 
right to tako. Thia may be considered an 
instance of Parnell's political wisdom and 
foresight, or it may bo set down as ono of 
the singular coincidences. 

THE PECULIAR PARLIAMENT. 

The most singular thing about tho Chi- 
cago Parliament of Religious has beou its 
success. Very few who heard of tho pro- 
ject expected that eminent men of all re- 
ligions, Christian and non-Christian, could 
be prevailed upon to moot at Chicago to dia 
cuas publicly subjeota connected with their 
various beliefs. It might bo expected that 
io such an assemblage misunderstandings 
would bo euro to arise, which would make 
its meetings unpleasant and put a atop to 
them altogether, long before tho time for 
closing tho Parliament had arrived. But 
this was not the case. Peace and harmony 
prevailed during the seventeen days in 
which the Parliament waa in session. We 
read of no disagreements or unpleasant 
scenes. This concord and thia friendliness 
were not tho resulta of coldnesa and indiffer- 
ence, for tho meetings woro well attended 
from first to last by people who took u 
lively interest in the proceedings. There 
wero throo sessions oach day, and wo read 
that the Columbia Hall, which holds threo 
thousand ptraons, was filled at each session. 
This fact at the closing session was com- 
mented upon by tho Rev. Mo/.doomdar of 
tho Brahmo Sumaj. Ho said among other 
things : 

What leBsons have wo learned from our 
incessant labors from the thousands and 
tens of thousands of men and women who 
have crowded these halls for seventeen 
days? Firstly: Tho ohaif/n of material- 
ism laid against the ago in general, and 
against America in particular, is refuted 
forever. Could these myriads have spent 
their time, their energy, neglected their 
business, their pleaaurea to bo preaent with 
us, if their spirit liad not risen above their 
material needB and carnal desires, Tho 
spirit still dominutes over inattor and over 
mankind. 

There can be no doubt that in spito of every 
adverse influence, religion occupies a largo 
share of the attention of mankind every 
where, and tho attendance at this Parliament 
is only one evidenco among many that it is 
a matter of supreme interest to tho iuiiabi 
tants of this continent iu what ia considered 
this uge of scepticism. 

The buocoss of tho Parliament shows to 
what an extent tolerance hns gown of late 
yeara. Not very long ago hundreds of 
Christian ministers would no moro havo 
thought of appearing on tho same platform 
with heathens and infidels and unbeliovera 
of all sorts than they would think of (lying. 
They would consider it wicked to sit and 
listen to what a pagan had to say in defence 
of his creed and his practices. But in Chi- 
cago Christians of undoubted piety oeeupiod 
tho same platform and spoke from it as men 
proudly professing tho religions which they 
regarded aa soul-destroying. And when 
the Parliament was closing, aftor the tnon 
of diverso creeds and religious systems hud 
said their say, these good men expressod 
themselves as delighted with tho proceed- 
ings and hoped that they would bo produc- 
tive of roaults favorable to religion. 

It is noodlcaa to aay that tho Christian 
religion stood this comparison with other 
religions well. Even thoso who did not bo- 
lievo in it and who camo from couutrios in 
which its progroBB is bitterly opposed had 
nothing to say against tho religion of Christ. 
What they did speuk ugainst und what 
they commented upon with cutting und 
soinotimes apparently unconscioua sarcasm, 
wero tho inconBistonciea and the 
vices and tho crimes of those 
who profeaa to bolievo in that 
religion. Christianity recommends itself 
to tho minds and the consciences of the 
he&thous who possess sufficient intelligence

This was an uotion arising out of a 
theatrical engagement of Miss Esther Lyons 
(Ramsay) by Mr. John E. Rice, manager of 
the late Imperial Stock company, of this 
city, whereby the plaintiff, Miss Lyons, 
sued for breach of contract and §.'100 dam- 
ages. Defendant entered a counter claim to 
the effect that the plaintiff had not carried 
out tho termB of tho agreoment in tho mut- 
ter of commencing hor engagement. Ho 
also ulleged that sho broko it by refusing to 
pluy till she was p lid in advance, and that 
he thereby suffered groat losa and incon- 
venience. Hoaxed for $500 damages in 
conBcqucnco. Those circumstances occurred 
in the beginning of 1892, and wero entered 
for action shortly after, but various neces- 
sary delays postponed tho trial till yester- 
day, when the caau wus triod in tho ubseneo 
of both parties, tho evidence of the plaintiff 
being furnished from the notes of u de bene 
esse examination taken prior to her depar- 
ture from Victoria. After bearing tho 
evidence, His Lordship guvo judgmont for 
the plaintiff and $240 damages, as well us 
giving her tho countor claim. Tho defend- 



ant, Rice, wua not present and was unrepre- 
sented by couusel. Tho plaintiffs counsel 
was Mr. Ernest V. Bodwell. 

The military authorities at Halifax Btiy 
there is no truth in tho roport that tho 
King's regiment is to bo transferred from 
thoro to Victoria. 

A few Bparks issuing from a Chinese 
wash house chimney on Douglas street, oc- 
casioned an alarm to bo sounded last night, 
to which tho department responded.

Walter Partington, ono of the hunters 
of the schooner Umbrina, is wrestling with 
the delirum tremens in Providence hospital, 
Seattle. He spent SSI in his poot-payday 
spree, and claims to have been robbed of an 
endorsed cheek for S'OO drawn by the own- 
ers of his schooner upon the Bank of British 
Columbia hero. 

For obtaining goods under fslse pretences 
— to wit., "beating" Joe Levy, restaurant 
proprietor, out of the price of his dinner — 
Win. Fenton was yesterday sentenced to 
ono mouth's imprisonment with tho accom- 
pinimentof hard labor. He expresses aat's- 
tactioo that his board bill is now settled for 
thirty duya at least. 

That Ted Daykin, of Carmninh Point, 
and E D, Maouaughton, of this city, have 
been drowned is now conclusively es'ublish- 
ed, one of the bodies having been cast, up on 
tho beach not far from tho lighthouse, where 
it was discovered by an Indian yesterday 
morning.

In consequence cf the witnesses not ar- 
riving as expected, tho assault case against 
the Beaman John Francis, of the bark Rath- 
down, could not be proceeded with in tho 
Speedy Trials court yesterday. Capt. Mor- 
rissey was to have brought the witnesses 
over* from tho Mainland, but hu allowed 
them to get away from him at Vancouver 
on Tuesday morning, and consequently came 
on alone. Yesterday tho Vancouver polico 
were communicated with, and the witnesses 
wero secured, and arrived here in custody 
last evening. As there will bo a jury in 
attendance to-day for tho murder case 
against Joo Wilson, it is probable that 
Francis will be allowed to have his trial bo- 
fore a jury instead of before a judge alone, 
aB ho has already elected. 

EASTERN papers yesterday gave publicity 
to a report, originating in Portland, Mo , of 
an Indian uprising in Alaska, the story 
going that tho natives were killing and 
pillaging on all hunils. The steamer City 
of Topi ku, which reached Port Townseud 
yesterday, hiving called ut ull iho can- 
neries en route, bad heard nothing of the 
outbreak, and the rumor may sufeiy bo set 
down as a "fike" pure and simple. It is 
possible that the yarn originated in the re- 
cent complaint of the Indians t hat certain 
of the canners had netted the mouths of the 
rivers, thereby preventing tho ascent of the 
tish and depriving the Indians of their win- 
ter supplies. The Government found the 
canners at fault and took prompt' steps to 
punish thein. The steamer Crescent City 
had not yet arrived from tho westward when 
the Topeka Bailed.

Discussion of tbe Petition for a New 
Congregation in This 
City.

A James Bay Church Sug-g-ested and 
tho Idea Well lie- 
ceived. 

Tho Presbytery of Victoria held nn ad- 
journed regular meeting yesterday aftor- 
nooa and evening for tho purposo of con- 
sidering tho petition for tho organization of 
a new congregation in this city, and for 
other business. Thcro woro present Rev. 
Dr. Campbell, presiding, Revs. D. MaoRae, 
D. A. Maorao and A. B. Winohestor, and 
Elders Alox. Shaw and J. T. Bothuno. 
Thoro was a fair gathering of othor inter- 
ested persons. 

Rev. P. McF. Macleod's reasons of np- 
-peal against tho decision of the Presbytery 
at tho meeting on September 21 and 22 were 
received, and referred to tho committee ap- 
pointed to answer them. On that commit- 
tee tho name of Rev. Dr. Campbell wus 
substituted for that of Mr. Young, owing 
to tho latter not having been present at tho 
last meeting. 

The petition for tho organization of tho 
proposed new congregation was taken into 
consideration, thoso uppoaring in support 
of it being Dr. Cromptoii, J. H. Falconer, 
Howard Chapman, A. Walkley, J. Lewis, 
Wm. Mackay and Peter Gordon. There 
also appeared as representatives of St. An- 
drew's session R. li. McMicking and J. B. 
MoKilligan. 

Rev. D A. Macrao preaonted tho report 
of tho committee appointed to moot the pe- 
titioners mid session of St. Andrew's, the 
First Presbyterian und St. Paul's churches, 
on September 20. with a view of making 
full inquiry us to the necessity or otherwise 
for a new congregation in Victoria. 

Howard Chapman presented a resolution 
adopted at a meeting held in the old Metho- 
dist church on September 25. Tho Presby- 
tery ugreed to hold this paper in retentis. 

Those who appeared in support of the 
petition were heard at length, and ufter dis- 
cussion wero requested to present to the 
Presbytery a statement as to the ability of 
the petitioners to pay u minister's stipend, 
and the probable site of the church building. 

The petitioners presented their answer ut 
the opening of the evening session, through 
Mr. Chapman, who stated that they would 
be prepared, when organized by permission 
of the Presbytery, to statu tho amount of 
tho stipend they could pay, und us to tho 
site, tluy wished to cull attention to tho 
statements in the petition, in which they 
expressed their willingness to ho guided by 
the Presbytery in tho matter of permanent 
location. 

J. H. Fulconor quoted tho rules of the 
church to show that congregations were re- 
quired to guarantee a stipend only on tho 
day of moderation. It would be next to 
impossible to securo such a guarantee now, 
as oven if a meetiDg of the now congrega- 
tion wero called tho members would not 
feel disposed to mako any definite pledges 
until thoy know how they were to bo re- 
ceived by tho Presbytery. 

Tho Moderator ruled that the eoetions 
quoted by Mr. Falconer applied solely to 
congregutions ulready organized. Tho 
Presbytery wanted to get information, and 
one of the lending points was aa to tho 
fiuuncial standing of the petitioners. They 
hud had at leaat ten days in which to bring 
this matter before a meeting. 

Mr. Chapmun took exception to this 
ruling, und held that the congregation 
could not by tho rules bo asked for the 
guarantee. 

Rev. 1) A. Maorao pointed out that as 
soon as the Presbytery consented to organ- 
ization it would becomo responsible for the 
now congregation, and if thn latter then 
came forward with the request for a certain 
minister, and could not make up for him 
more than §800, tho Presbytery would bo 
bound to give the remaining 5200 to make 
up the §1,000 which ia the least that a 
Presbyterian minister can bo asked to live 
upon. If the petitioners could not promise 
at least $1,000, tho Presbytery would have 
to put the new congregation upon the Home 
Mission fund, and would have to appeal to 
the Home Mission committee for a grant. 

Mr. Falconer — Supposo wo give you a 
go iranteo tint we will usk nothing ? 

Rev. Mr. Macrao said that would not do, 
as the church provided that the minister 
should be paid not less than $1 ,000. Some 
one might offer to do tho work for $500, 
and afier a while find himself unable to pay 
his debts, and then the Presbytery would 
havo to come to his help. 

Rev. D. MaoRae thought this was a very 
valid reason why the petition should not be 
grunted. He moved that the representa- 
tives of the sessions be heard. 

Rev. D. A. Macrae suggested that a few 
minutis more be allowed for anything the 
petitioners had to oiler. 

Mr. Chapman — Wo do not wish for any 
more time. Wo contend that we are strictly 
within tho law in putting this petition be- 
fore the Presbytery now. Wo do not wish 
to do nny more, and we do not intend to do 
any more. That, is the long and abort of it. 

R. B. McMicking was then heard, on be- 
half of the aeasion of St. Andrew's, whoso 
views wero fully set forth in a report which 
tliey hud adopted for presentation. In this, 
amongst other things, they sot out that the 
seating capacity of tho Presbyterian 
churches and mission stations in Victoria is 
amply sufficient to accommodate all the 
members and adherents; that thehe 
churches are so situated ua to meet the ter 
ritorial distribution of the population, and 
that it seema uiiwieo at tho present time to 
create another congregation, necessarily in- 
volving extra expense and infurentially 
weakening the contributing power of tho 
present congregations. Aa tho petitioner! 
had failed to indicate their deairo aa to the 
permanent location of the proposed church, 
tho aesaion reserved the right of being 
heard as to such location. The session also 
pointed out that it is contrary to tho cus- 
toms and usngea of tho church for any peti- 
tioners for organization to stuto tho nume of 
the pastor whom they proposo to call, 

J. B. MoKilligan Bpoko in support of the 
report presented. He stated, however, 
that ho did not heliovo St. Andrew's would 
ho hurt in tho least if the permission asked 
for were grunted, eapecially if tho now con- 
gregation located in James Bay, aB St. An- 
drew's had onco contemplated starting a 
branch or mission there. 

Rev. D. A Macrao asked Mr. McMicking 
how ho would view establishment in James 
Bay. 

Mr. McMicking answered that a resolu- 
tion fuvoring the starting of u mission in 
James B»y wub Btill on the books of St. 
Andrew's church, who might yot go on with 
that project, if no ono olso did. Ho doubted 
vory much whether a church could yet suc- 
ceed thoro; tho most thought of before was a 
mission hull. Tho farthest part of James 
Bay, it must bo remembered, was only a 
milo from St. Andrew's. 

Rev. Dr, Campbell spoke on behalf of tho 
Firat church, and road a resolution passed 



by tho session in which tho opinion ia ex- 
pressed that thoro is at present no need for 
another congregation in tho city— much less 
for services in tho placo where tho petition- 
ers have been holding them, and further 
that if u site more remoto from the present 
ohurchos wero selected, it would bo more in 
the interest of tho cause of Christ and of the 
church. Ho added that if permission wore 
givon to locato temporarily in tho place 
suggested, very probably tho congregation 
would not bo willing to inovo. Ho thought 
a congregation might with advantage bo 
orguuizod at James Bay, whero four out of 
his seven olders resided, and where I here 
were 35 or 40 families now attending his 
church who had to come a distance too great 
for convenience. He thought thePr.sby- 
toriuns hero might well tuko pattern from 
the Methodists and the Church of England 
in tho mutter of distributing thoir'churehes. 

Rev. D. MaoRae considered that the case 
of the petitioners was prejudiced by not 
having been properly commenced or car- 
ried out, and complicated by tho mention 
of a name. Ho considered it would bo un 
constitutional und irregular to adopt it with 
any nume there. Ab to the location, the 
petitioners had ronted a building for a 
whole year, und thus tho Presbytery were 
in a manner coerced into allowing this loca- 
tion if tho petitiou was to bo gruuied. He 
reserved judgment on tho upplication. 

Rev. Dr. Campbell said it would havo 
been much better hud tho petition been 
presented without tho name of any mun. 
Then, when organized, tho congregation 
might have called Mr. Macleod. 

Mr. Chapman said tho building now in 
use had been! taken ub tho ' only ono e.vuil 
able, and there was no intention of perman- 
ently Inciting thore: Ah to Junes Bay, 
that had been thought of, but the congrega- 
tion was too young to tako tho responsibil- 
ity of putting up u building just yet. 
Tho case was then put bufore tho court. 
Rev. D A. Macrae, having summed up 
the facts, said it was clear the petitioners 
had rights which must be recognized, and 
be, for one, would bo sorry to lo=e the sixty 
members whose names were on the new roll, 
or the three hundred who wero said to be 
regularly worshipping with them. If they 
could be retained by following out tho spirit 
of tho luw this was what ho would udviso. 
The site he considered tho weak point in 
th(! petition. A similar case hud crime up 
in Vancouver a few years aim, in which u 
new congregation wero given permission to 
temporarily locate in .tho vieinhy of two 
established churches, on the distinct promise 
that they would later remove to Mount 
Pleasant. But now the now congregation 
were potting up a church for permanent 
occupation, at tho,pluoo wero they wero es- 
tablished. Tho membership had changed, 
and no doubt thoso who mudo tho promise 
were not there now to carry it out, but that 
fact mudo tho situation no Iras awkward. 
Tho petitioners hud now a splendid oppor- 
tunity to show their charity and goodwill 
by adopting the suggestion to go to James

Ha proposed that u 
committeo of tho Presbytery bo appointed 
to meet and confer immediately with' the 
repreaontutives of tho petitioners, to see if 
such an understanding could not be arrived 
ut, and to report tho following morning. 

After further, discussion, in which Mr. 
Falconer Buid he feurod no practical result 
onuld be arrived at in so short a time, and 
Mr. MoKilligan urged that if James Bay 
wero dooidod on, the location should not bo 
too cloao to St. Andrew's, the propoaitiou 
was carried, und Rev. Dr. Campbell, Rev 
A. B. Winchester und Alex. Shuw were 
named as tho committee. 

The Presbytery then adjourned until this 
morning at 10 o'clock.

Home or tho Annoyances with Which tho 
Average statesman lias to Contend 
_ nosot on Every .Hand liy 
Public Dt'iimmU. 



Most d:ij's of the average member of 
the house are repetitions each of the 
other. A review of the twenty-four 
hours made )>y a member before closing 
his eyes for a night's rest puts him to 
sleep' with tho thought that the lot of a 
legislator is not always a happy one, 
and that statesmanship is the least of 
things that enter Into his day's toil. 
The correspondent of the Philadelphia 
Telegraph asked one of the oldest mem- 
bers of .the house to keep a record of 
one day of congressional life. This is it 
in brief: "Eight o'clock, breakfast; 
eight thirty, opened mail and laid aside 
all newspapers with marked articles 
for future examination. Read upward 
of ninety letters on all sorts of subjects, 
of which the following are twenty ex- 
amples: One is from a veteran asking 
for information about his pension, lie 
gives no postjofllce ar.dress, and I am 
obliged to write a letter to the pension 
office to secure his address. Another 
correspondent wants a number of vol- 
umes of geographical survey, which, 
upon investigation, 1 find are not to be 
had. A veteran writes that lie commu- 
nicated with the pension office Decem- 
be 7. lflyl, and got a communication 
from them nearly a month later which 
made no reference to his letter: wants 
me to go to the office to see if his com- 
munication was received. Another let- 
ter requires mo to go to the pension of- 
fice to ascertain what there is defective 
in the application of tho writer for a 
pension. 

"A gentleman from tho agricultural 
department requests me to accompany 
him to my home, whore he is to deliver 
a lecture to some of my constituents. 
Another wants the Congressional 
Record sent to him. An applicant for 
pension wants to know where his pa- 
pers are. One of my constituents writes 
for me to secure him a place in tho gov- 
ernment departments. Another wants 
the report of tho bureau of animal in- 
dustry. Another wants his pension 
matter looked up, but does not give the 
number of his ease. Another wants a 
position in the government printing 
office. In another letter the gentleman 
gives an account of trouble he is having 
over the exaction of duties from him for 
goods brought to the custom house. 
This requires investigation at the cus- 
toms division, treasury department, 
and an examination of the law, which 
shows the duties were properly col- 
lected. 

"The pension office notifies mo of the 
allowance of a pension. The office also 
wants to know how an applicant for 
pension in my district spells his name. 
Another correspondent wants informa- 
tion as to the foreign insurance com- 
panies doing business at the national 
capital. A pension applicant wants to 
know all about the surgical report in 
his case. Another wants mo to have a 
medical examination as to his condition 
made at his homo, because he is unable 
to travel. Another letter is on the sub- 
ject of river and harbor improvements. 
Another gentleman wants me to ascer- 
tain what action has been taken in some 
land ease he has before the government. 
I "These are examples of requests con- 
tained in nearly a hundred letters. 
Kach one requires a reply, and most At 
them involve writing letters to the de- 
partments or making personal visits, 
many requiring long personal examina- 
tions of department records and Un- 
winding of lots of red tape. Most of 
the matters are such as must bo looked 
into before going to the capitol. 

"Ai'Lcr this I go to the committee 
work. There is a different committee 
for every day in the week, with sub- 
committee work besides, and on Satur- 
day, besides several subcommittees to 
look after. I have various departments 
to visit. At twelve o'clock I entered 
the house, introduced bills, chased 
around after tho speaker's eye, listened 
to debates, took part in general legisla- 
tion, answering letters between times, 
answering roll calls and received visits 
from a largo number of constituents 
and other persons who called me out by 
card. Five minutes is allowed for 
lunch meanwhile, and at six o'clock I 
<line. At seven o'clock I again return 
to my mail and to newspapers and to 
pamphlets and a world of other printed 
matter. This occupies me until eleven 
o'clock, when, for the first time during 
the day. 1 get a chance for general read- 
ing and for study, which occupy me 
for an hoar or more, until drowsiness 
compels retirement." 



lllggc.Ht Mini In Canada. 
Leonard Whitton, of Brighton, is now 
classed as the biggest man in Canada. 
He weighs 409 pounds. His measure- 
ment is as follows: Around the shoul- 
ders. 5 feet li inches: chest, 5 feet 
inches: hips, (1 foot 2 inches; neck.

< ust of Keeping an Elephant. 

All the elephants used in the Indian 
army tis draught animals in the artil- 
lery or commissariat, or as baggage an- 
imals in the transport department, arc- 
very carefully attended to, and in every 
way treated with tho greatest consid- 
eration. Their keep is about thirty 
rupees, or seventeen dollars a day, in- 
cluding, of course, the wages of theii 
mahout and grass-cutter. They arc 
fed principally on unhusked rice and 
grass; of tho former they get about two 
hundred and fifty pounds, and of tho 
latter about four hundred pounds per 
.diem. 



STRANGE COMPANIONSHIP. 

A Cow, « Horse and a Pig Form a Close 
^ Copartuorsnlp. 

A notable instance of this oddity 
came under tho writer's notice once up- 
on a time on a ranch that was largely 
devoted to stock-raising, says tho San 
Francisco Chronicle. Cattle, horses 
and hogs were kept in largo numbers 
and allowed to run at will upon tho 
range. One day in riding over the 
mesa an oddly assorted trio was found 
in a locality at a considerable distance 
from any other animals. The trio was 
made up of a cow, a horse and a pig 
and all three were feeding side by side 
in the most amicable manner. At first 
it was thought to bo nothing more than 
a coincidence that tho throe members of 
different families should happen to be 
together, but subsequently it turned 
out that this trio had evidently setup 
an alliance offensive and defensive 
against all the other animals on the 
range. They were always together. 
It was a comical sight to see tho oddly 
assorted trio traveling over the range. 
The horse usually took tho load, with 
the cow next, and tho pig last of all. 
Occasionally the horse, looked around to 
see if his porkship was keeping up, 
and if he fell behind a halt would be 
made to allow him to come closer. 
When feeding tho. pig was just as apt 
to put his snout down by the horse's or 
cow's mouth and endeavor to snatch 
the grass from between their teeth as 
to graze on his own hook. One could

Tln> Human Ear. 

Few people realize what a wonderful- 
ly delicate piece of mechanism the hu- 
man oar really is. That which we ordi- 
narily designate as tho "oar." is, after 
all, only the mere outer porch of a se- 
ries of winding passages which lead 
from tho world without to the world 
within. Certain of these passages are 
filled with liquid, besides having mem- 
branes stretched like parchment cur- 
tains across the corridor at different 
points. When a sound wave strikes 
those they are thrown into vibrations 
and made to tremble like Hie head of a 
drum does when struck with a .stick or 
with the fingers. Hetween two of these 
parchment-like curtains a chain of mi- 
nute bines extend, which serve to 
tighten or relax the membranes ami to 
communicate vibrations to them. In 
the innermost place of all a row of 
white threads, called nerves, stretch 
like the strings of a piano from the last 
point from which the tremblings reach, 
passing thence inward to the brain. 
Truly, this is a wonderful piece of 
mechanism. 

The Oldest Piece of lUnslr. 
The most, ancient piece of music which 
is still in existence is called the "Bless- 
ing of the Priests," and due to the na- 
tion which has produced tho greatest, 
number of musical composers of the 
first class that the world has known. 
This song or chant was sung in tho 
Temple at Jerusalem, and is still to be 
heard in the Jewish synagogues in Spain 
and Portugal. The "To Doum Lauda- 
mus" of St. Gregory the Great dutes 
back to the sixth century. 



WOMEN'S CLUBS. 



A New One Is'eedod Where Frivolity Slay 
lie Practiced. 

It would bo rather a good thing if 
Bomebody would start a new women's 
club. At first thought it may not seem 
that another women's club is the crying 
necessity of tho hour, since they havo 
been multiplying so rapidly of late that 
tho country rings with tho sound of tho 
gavel. But none of thoso now in exist- 
ence seems to quite fill tho place for 
women that men's 'clubs do for men. 
When a man joins a club, ho does so for 
tho sake of having a place whero ho can 
relax from the cares of business. Ho 
poes thero to read, smoko, moot his 
friends and converse. But when women 
form an association of tho sort they al- 
ways establish it on tho intellectual im- 
provement basis. 

Intellectual improvement is an ad- 
mirable thing and very necessary in- 
deed, but one is tempted to think that 
women havo almost enough social or- 
ganizations for that purpose just now, 
and that it would ho rather refreshing 
to see a women's club formed for tho 
solo purpose of having a "good time" — a 
club whero tho busy mistress of a house- 
hold, slipping out of tho domestic har- 
ness for a little while, could drop in to 
seo her acquaintances and not feel her- 
self left entirely out of tho reckoning if 
sho had not spent all her leisure sinco 
tho last meeting in studying up tho sub- 
ject of tho minor Russian poot or tho 
political economy of tho Aztecs; whero 
tho newspaper woman, coining in for a 
little rest among her friends, would not 
bo compelled to carry her journalistic 
work along with her and talk shop or 
listen while others talk it; where tho 
woman artist would not bo expected to 
find distraction in tho discussion of art; 
in short, where busy women would be 
ablo to find an entire change of atmos- 
phere and forget their work for a few 
minutes. 

There is nothing like a little whole- 
some frivolity now and then, and if wo 
make our play so much like our work 
tho tired brain cannot toll tho difference. 
It is not so very restful, after till, the 
exchange of a chair at a desk or easel 
for ono wedged among 100 others in an 
airtight room, where ono may not speak 
to one's neighbor under penalty of the 
gavel, and where one must listen pa- 
tiently to the perhaps prosy setting forth 
of a subject that possibly does not inter- 
est ono by a person quite likely ungifted 
at public speaking. Ono almost longs 
for a general revival of the old fashioned 
sowing circle, where women drank their 
tea and moved about and conversed un- 
restricted. We know more than our 
grandmothers did about many things, 
but wo do make some mistakes.

Explorer Murdered . 

London, Oct. 4. — The Times correspond- 
ent in Paris says : The last mail from Mada- 
gascar reports that George S. Muller, 
the explorer sent out by the French Govern 
ment on a scientific mission, had been mur- 
dered. 

Fuad Pasha and (lie Sultan. 

London, Oct -I — A special dispitch to 
the Pall Mall Gazette from Constantinople 
says that, by order of the sultan, the resi- 
dence of Fuad Pasha was recently surround- 
ed and searched on suspicion that he was 
storing d ynamite therefor the use of the 
Armenian conspirators. Nothing of a sus- 
picious nature was found. Fund Pasha has 
demanded that the sultan either accept his 
resignation or punish the persons who 
falsely accused him. 

Rumored Iioval Itetrotlinl. 

Berlin, Oct. 4. — Dis Kleine Journal, a 
sensational daily, hears from its St. Peters- 
burg correspondent that the betrothal of 
the Princess Maud, third daughter of tho 
Prince of Wales, to the Czirowilch, is under 
discussion at Fredensborg castle, where the 
Princess of Wales and the Cz»r have been 
visiting tho Danish King and Queen for 
several weeks. 



MARRIAGES INVALID. 

Over One Thousand Couples in Texas De- 
clared Not to Have Keen Legally United. 

Austin, Tex., Oct. 4.— A decision by 
Judge Sheppard, of the Bowie county dis- 
trict court, makes illegal over one thousand 
marriages in the county of Bowie, Texas. 
For more than 10 years prior to January 
1st last it has been tho custom of county 
clerks, for the general convenience of people 
desiring to marry, to fill out a marriage 
license in blank and leave the name with 
the justice of the peace in each precinct 
where they wore supplied to persons making 
application for such license, the justice fill- 
ing in the name desired and collecting the 
legal feea. It is estimated that moro than 
a thousand couples residing in Bowie county 
were married with such licenses during the 
last decade, including also a number of per- 
sons of the highest social standing in Tex- 
arkana. It wa3 on tho question of the 
legality of such licenses and marriage cere- 
monies that the judge rendered the decision. 
The court holds such marriages to be ir- 
regular and illegal, and consequently void. 
Tho case will bo appealed immediately to 
the supreme court. 

WITHOUT THE EXEQUATURS. 

Italian lilshopB Will Not Be Recognized by 
the Quirdial Until the Pope Re- 
cognizes King Humbert. 

Ron K, Oct. 4. — No lesi thun forty Italian 
bishops are now without their exequaturs, 
owing to the conflict between the Vatican 
and the Q .lirina]. These diBpUches a few 
days ago stated that tho Italian Govern- 
ment had refused to grant exequaturs to 
tho bishops, the step being attributed to 
the Pope's refusal to recognizs King 
Humbert's right to nominato the patri- 
arch of Venice. The Bishop of Fiesole 
complained personally to King Humbert 
about tho Government's action. Tho King 
replied that, he deplored tho situation, Out 
the ministry had decided to refuso all ex- 
equaturs systematically until the Vatican 
shou'd rPongr>iz« the rights <-f tho Crown. 
Within the Vatican the attitude of the Gov- 
eminent is saiil to be inspired not by the 
question and not by the patriarchaie of Yen- 
ic, but, to thy irritation at tho Pope's 
French policy. Tho Vatican relies upon 
trie tpci thai the existing btate of things 
throughout the Italian diocese cannot con- 
tinue without danger to the Government. 

U. S. AMD I' HE PORTE. 

The Sultan Decides to Close a Pretestant 
College— Complications Likely. 

London, Oct. 4 — A. correspondent at 
Constantinople learns that tho Porto has 
decided to close tho Protestant college at 
Anatolia, and has informed the United 
States minister that tho Sultan does not 
desiro the return of Dr. Merrick. The gov- 
ernment at Washington, D. C , the report 
Bays, has informed tho Porte American mis 
aionarie3 must be in no wiso prevented from 
returning to Asia Minor from Eur- 
ope. The Porto claims no school can 
bo opened in Turkey without a speciil 
firman. This will affect Americans chiefly, 
since there are botweeu 30,000 and 40,000 
children under American instruction. The 
American Minister has taken tho position 
that aa, by the treaty between Turkey and 
the United States, American citizens huvo 
tho right to pursue their avocations in Tur- 
key, no permits are necessary in their case. 
Tho granting of permits, ho adds, would bo 
equivalent to a restriction upon tho treaty 
rights of American citizens, and unloss the 
position be maintained tho whole American 
system of missionary cduoation in Turkey 
would be endangered.

AN EXPERT'S OPINION 



On tho Recent Memorable Match Re- 
tweeu the "Shamrocks" and 
"The Capitals." 



Tho Laws of Lacrosse Are All Right, 
But They Must Be 
Enforced. 



Dr. W. G. Beers, one of tho pioneors of 
lacrosse, os well as organizer of the associa- 
tion and compiler of the laws of the gnmc, 
expresses himself in reference to tho Capi- 
tals-Shamrocks match aa follows : "I waa 
late, and I went into the 25-cent gate. I 
was standing beaido an old Shamrock boy, 
and he and other old Shamrocks beside me 
expressed their regret at tho rough play, 
but thero was a numbor of foul-mouthed 
loafers near who repeatedly called out 'Hit 
him on tho head; kill him.' It waa tho na- 
ture of the brutes. It is that element, com- 
bined with tho gambler— the 'gentleman' 
gambler, who beta the So he ouglit to pay 
his tailor, more than the poor man who bets 
the fifty oeuts he ought to give his wife— 
who provoke trouble. 

"I do no believe the Shamrocks deserve, 
individually, tho sovero criticism they are 
getting. They would be all right were it 
not, partly, for tho rowdies in the audience. 
They aro a hard-working lot of boys, and 
tho ' rough ' play they do is just an intensi- 
fication of what every club is doing — that 
is, breaking the laws every match they play. 
I have insisted upon that as a fact for many 
years. Not a club in Canada can throw a 
B'one at another. I am in favor of tho 
abolition of the captains from tho lield. If 
they would confine themselves to instruct- 
ing tho teams in tho strict letter of tho law 
we would not have to go to Ireland and 
England — to our pupils— to discover tho 
only observance of the laws. 1 often he- 
lievo the referees do not know tho laws on 
'rough play.' I blame the Shamrock club 
for allowing anyone but tho players, tho 
refereo and the umpires on tho field. Thero 
wero fifteen men on the field on Saturday, 
not including two policemen, who ivoro 
strutting up and down the very middle, in- 
stead of minding their business at the 
feDceB. Four men wore holding Bticks, two 
or three boys wero carrying water, others 
had the cheek to stand almost hotween the 
flags, and two reporters wero in centro 
field. They should all have been kept at 
the fences. The Montreal club do this thing 
better. 

' One of tho earlieat and moat forcible 
lessons I tried to teach when I wrote the 
tirBt laws of the game, and first gavo ahapo 
and system to its old wild character, was 
the necessity for removing the Indian 
roughness in checking. There is no Bcieuce 
in rough play, and it is the only possible 
c.iuae of quarrelling which now, unfortun- 
ately, fr:queut!y degenerates to fisticuffs 
when players e.imu into collision and mo 
brute force instead of skill to accomplish 
their object." 

" What does the rule on rough play 
mean t" 

" I may be pardoneJ for referring to my- 
self in this connection, but as I wrote this 
law just as it stands, I venture to think I 
ought to know what I meant by it. In the 
first association convention, held in Kings 
ton, two of us gave a practical demonstra- 
tion of its meaning, and I remember very 
distinctly pet forming upon tho broad 
shoulders of Mr. Middlemiss the very 'play' 
used to-day, as illustrative of my explana- 
tion of rough play as interpreted in the 
rules. On ouo occasion I even tried to in- 
duce two teams to play an experimental 
match in which, for the occasion, it would 
bo foul to let tho bodiea meet. Tho aim 
throughout was to teach this : That the 
player has a stick with which alone he 
ought to play, just as much as a fencer uses 
hia foil, or aa fairly aa tho boxer uses his 
gloves. Why not let tho fencer give his 
opponent a kick, when ho fails to give him 
a thrust, or the boxer to hit below the 
belt ?" 

" Don't you consider the 'shoulder' upon 
the m < dern stick a mistake ? " 

" Yes, decidedly so; it came in with the 
'overhand throw.' It certainly made it 
easier to the beginner, hut it ahvay seemed 
to me quite as bad us the bagged netting of 
the old lieaver club. It ia certainly more 
effective in checking, but a crowbar would 
be still more so. The fact that over 10,000 
people witnessed Saturday's match is proof 
of the popularity of the game, and pub ic 
opinion must bicome one of its legislators 
There is no danger of the dash and vim of 
the game disappearing if we onforco the 
laws which exis', but there ia every danger 
of its respectability disappearing if we per- 
mit tho license to rough play which charac- 
ized many of our best matches of lato ycara. 
The growing unpopularity of tho Rugby 
game of football in England and its replace- 
ment by tho Association rules indicates a 
desire to free field sports from un necessary 
roughness." 

" Do you think that tho laws of lacrosse 
should be umended ? " 

" No ; tho laws of tho game do not want 
any tinkering for some time to come, but 
players need to understand better what the 
existing laws mean, and in public matches 
experienced referees for a season or two 
would do tho rest. Penalties may bo made 
(ffectivo, but mutual understanding and a 
desiro to develop Bcienco, rather than brute 
force, aro hotter thun all tho penal laws that 
ingenuity can devise. Tho association 
Bhould insist upon teams studying the strict 
letter of tho law, .both theoretically and 
practically. That is tho whole trouble. Tho 
fields aro too small and tho play too sharp 
for twelve men. I think thero should bo 
eleven men on a aide." — Montreal Witness
